TWKLVK SEEK LICENSES TO 
SELL BEER HERE AS COUNTY 
KILLS LITTLE VOLSTEAD ACT 


W HEN the County Super¬ 
visors this week struck 
down one of the barriers that 
would have prevented the sale of 
"three-two beer” here, a dozen 
Sierra Madreans rushed to the 
City Hall to inquire how they 
might qualify as dispensers of 
the beverages that may li' legally 
sold in the Nation on and after 
next Friday. 

"Most of tho.se who came to the 
City Hall were under the mis¬ 
apprehension that the last bar to 
the sale of beer here had been 
removed by the supervisors,” said 
City Clerk Waverly E. Pratt, 
"and it was neces.sary to advise 
them that our own pretty strict 
prohibition ordinance made the 
sale of any kind of beer or wine 
illegal in Sierra Madre and that 
it was useless to file applica¬ 
tions for licen.scs or permits. Our 
local ordinance prohibits the sale 
of any liquids containing any 
alcohol whatsoever and of course 
that puts even the beer and wine 
legalized by Congress under the 
ban insofar as Sierra Madre Is 
concerned.” 

The county ordlance repealed 
by the Supervisors by a vote of 


four to one, in which Supervisor 
Hugh A. Thatcher of this district 
cast the lone negative vote, pro¬ 
hibited the .sale in or the trans¬ 
portation through unincorporated 
county territory. So long as it 
remained in effect, this and 11 
other cities of the San Gabriel 
Valley woulil have remained as 
legally dry as before Congress 
pa.s.sed the beer bill into the wait¬ 
ing Jirins of President Roosevelt. 

If Pasadena’s city directors ac¬ 
cept the policy of the Crown 
City’s manager, that city will be¬ 
come the wettest spot in South¬ 
ern California, losing its repu¬ 
tation as the nearest approach to 
the Sahara. Manager Chnrlc- 
ville says that since Congress 
says "three-two” beer and wine 
la not Intoxicating there is no 
more occasion to license Vendors 
of the beverages than there is 
and was to license them for the 
sale of near beer. He would, 
therefore, permit drug stores, 
fountains, re.staurants, hotels, gro¬ 
cery stores and markets to sell 
the stuff Without restriction. 
Pasadena will probably try this 
method of dealing with the .situa¬ 
tion until it Is deemed unwise.

Point, N.B. 

He was a member of the Ma¬ 
sonic Order for many years, be- i 
longing to Dickinson Lodge No. | 
32, F.&A.M., Columbian Chap¬ 
ter No. 11, R.A.M., also Temple 
Comniandery No. 12, Knights 
Templar and member of Golden 
Rule Chapter No. 17, Order of 
Eastern Star, also a member of 
the Odd Fellows Lodge. 

The Ma.sons took charge of the 
.Masonic rites at the .Sierra Madre 
Cemetery, with Ralph W. Stew¬ 
art, Worshipful Master, in charge.

Canyon Park 
People Seek 
Injunction 

1 Would Restrain City FYom 
Creating Surplus To Pay 
For Paving Job 

Injunction proceedings were in- 
.stituted against the city in the 
Superior Court at Los Angeles 
by property owners of the Can- 
' yon Park improvement district, 
in which it is alleged that the 
city has levied and is attempting 
to collect $3000 more than is re¬ 
quired to meet the interest due 
July 1 on bf)nds covering the 
road improvements made in the 
canyon under the Mattoon Act. 

The plaintiffs in the injunction 
application are E. E. George, 
Ella Cadmus, W. C. Ravening, 
Jane Ravening, Phillip R. Scan- 
lan, and Georgetta Scanlan. R. A. 
Linn represents them. The named 
defendants are County Tax Col¬ 
lector W. O. Welch, the City of 
.Sierra Madre, the City Council 
and its individual members. 

Demanding that the Court pro¬ 
hibit the county tax collector 
from collecting the alleged ex¬ 
cess amount, on the ground that 
' the city is powerless to levy an 
as.se.ssment greater than is re¬ 
quired to meet current demands, 
the plaintiffs state that if an ad¬ 
ditional tax is levied each year, 
the surplus which remains after 
principal and interest on bonds 
are paid will go automatically 
into the general fund, under the 
Mattoon Act provisions. 

Due to the fact that the dis¬ 
trict was improved under the 
Mattoon Act, members of the 
City Council state, a certain 
amount of money must be rai.sed 
to take care of the bonds which 
come due. In case certain prop¬ 
erty owners become delinquent 
the surplus it is sought to create 
is used to make up the deficiency. 

The complaint charges that the 
Council has attempted to collect 
55 per cent more than is required 
to meet the principal and interest | 
charges due this year. Four 
zones are named and the plain- ! 
tiffs take Zone 1 as an illustra- j 
tion, claiming that the city has I 
levied a tax therein of $2328.92 
above the required amount. In 
Zone 2 the asserted excess 
amounts to $596, it is stated. 

None of the defendants in j 
Sierra Madre had been served i 
with notice of the .suit yester¬ 
day.

PUBUC SCHOOL SYSTEM MAY 
BE WRECKED IN THE NAME OF 
ECONOMY. EDUCATOR WARNS

I N ATTEMPTING DRASTIC 
school economy the State 
Ix'gislature is in danger of so 
curtailing educational support 
that the fine democratic system 
of free education that has been 
builded in California will be 
wrecked This was the key¬ 
note of an informative talk on 
proposed school legislation given 
by Superintendent George Bu.sh, 
of the county b<iard of edu¬ 
cation, at a meeting of local tax¬ 
payers in the school auditorium 
Wednesday night. 

Speaking specifically of As- 
.senibly Bill No. 897, which would 
arbitrarily annex Sierra Madre to 
the Pasadena school district, Mr. 
Bush emphasized that such a bill, 
consolidating the present 3600 
elementary school districts into 
the 291 high school districts, 
might reduce taxes in certain 
coninuinities. but would liestroy 
the important element of home- 
rule that now exists. 

Mr. Bu.sh warned his small but 
responsive audience that now is 
the time for the taxpayers to 
contact their representatives and 
inform them what they want. 
Sketching briefly the history of 


American schools, from their not 
so ancient Infancy to the pres¬ 
ent state of democratic free edu¬ 
cation. he made it clear that in 
attempting economy the legisla¬ 
tors and their advi.sors are in 
danger of accomplishing not 
economy, but so crippling the 
school support that a few years 
hence it may lie utterly wrecked. 

The Ingles constitutional amend¬ 
ment. Mr. Bush said, would cut 
county support of schools in half, 
reducing the average-daily-attend- 
ance allotment from $30 to $15. 
Sierra Madre at present is in 
need of her full quota of sup¬ 
port from this source. June’s Sen¬ 
ate bill 85. on the other hand, 
would reduce the district tax rate 
33 and one-half percent. Mr. Bush 
pointed out that while the latter 
measure might prove gixxi in 
it.self, in the event that too many 
such bills were passed it would 
be difficult to discover means to 
run the schools at all. 

The pending Hayes’ Kindergar¬ 
ten measure would raise the pres¬ 
ent kindergarten entrance age 
from four and one-half to five 
years, leaving it optional with the 
various boards of education

SALT 

Common table salt, technically 
called sodium cnioriae, is a min¬ 
eral that is most commonly used 
by man for food flavoring.

It seems to 
be shared by certain other ani¬ 
mals, especially cattle and deer.
